Enormous Taxation of "Vcnetia. 



Taken as a whole, it must be coiil'essL'ii 
tliat tlio French pay pretty dear for the 
privilege of being governetl. And yet, wuli 
tlio exception of two or lliiro ii.itioiis, lliey 
are /ess taxeil tliaii any olher people in 
Kurope. England, Austria, all the 
German Powers, Spain, Turkey, Naples 
and the Roman States are all worse off in 
this respect than France. The taxation 
under which the Austriaiis groan is per- 
fectly frightful. Take Venetiaas a sample. 
( I believe there is not much diirereriee ia 
the diflercnt provinces of the F.itipire.) A 
late linpeiial nolilicalion and deiTee lehi- 
tive to the direct taxes that this provinre 
must pay in 1860, oxact8^3 'l-2 per ceiii. lA 
the gross income.of e/t^rj^penon who owns 
any real eslat^/iri, that portion ,of ith'a An.i- 
trian dominions!' No wonder the Vene- 
tians find fanlt with tho treaty of ViHa- 
franea. lint tliis -13 1-2 per cent, is only 
the direct tax. Besiilu.s this, there aie 
heavy commercial taxes ; taxes calh'd tlie 
vaglia, which is, in plain ICiiijhsh. .■-iinply 
an indirect forced loan ; and lastly the 
char;;es which saddle property, snch as 
nioi lyases, rei;i.<lr.ilinn dues, etc. In this 
deli,L;litfnl ^overneil and well-taxed connlry. 
a man whose estate yields a <;ross ineonn; 
of SlOO pays $43 50 out lor direct taxes. — 
The expense.'* of cultivation are astimated 
by a recent writer on Venetia at 33 per 
cent., or i?33 more out of thi; SlOO, leaving 
only S23 'lO to pay all the (jtlier taxes ami 
charges. By the lime the ]irnj)iielor ;;ets 
thron;^h with all these, he find.s his income 
en'irely expended, 'and all hi.s hard work, 
prudence and economy yieUling him nnlli- 
ing'but a hare ami often meagre exislance, 
with the privilegi! of havini; Francis Joseph 
take care of liis political lile. 

This ta\!\tion, which almost reaches the 
point where taxation eiiils and conliscalinr. 
beijind, is producing an atnount of distress 
in Venetia that cannot be expressed in 
wor(l.s. Proprietors are giving up their 
estates on all hands to the tax-gatherers, in 
preference to paying the taxe?, and emigra- 
tion from this province to Lombardy is in- 
creasing from day to day. 

Taxation of the French Empire. 

Passing from French cities to thelun])ire, 
it will be found that the expenses of the 
latter show a taxation "spread ovei" the 
whole nation quite to that of the cities. A 
few days since, the Bulletin des Lois pub- 
lished an Imperial decree, which slates that 
tho ordinary expenses oC Franco lor 1860, 
will be S3(i-l,y!)l,r)00. Tliis vast sum is to 
be expended by the diliereut Ministers, as 

follows ; t —

The population of France doiis not ex- 
ceed 37,000,000. Hence, allowing 30,000,- 
000 as tne population of the United States, 
the expenses of the latter, at the same ratio as 
tho former, would be S2'J5,039,000— .iislead 
of about sS70,0Qfl,O0O, tho present expeihtes. 
And yet wo scold a great deal about taxa- 
tion, and the extravagances of our uovern- 
meiit ! 

Besides the taxation in the cities of 
France for municipal expenses, and the 
taxation of the whole people for national 
purpqses, tho nation i.s divided into 86 
dopartinenls, (something like our comities ) 
each inaiiitaiiiing u certain political organi- 
•( /zBtion, for the support of which more taxa- 
•tipn is necessary.

IMTational Education. 



The arrival of families in our midst, is an 
enoouraging feature of our spring emigra- 
tion, which hns already auspiciously ootn- 
menced. All youiigco'onif 8,bute8pecially 
gold-producing uoloiiiGs,for obvious reasons, 
need the influonues that radialo from tho 
domestic hearth-stone. 'I'liis class of pettleis 
alono otin rIvh nil air of pfirinaiienco to a 
country. From the necessity of the case, 
they are usiially both consumers and pro- 
ducers, and in each capacity are helpful to 
communities such as outs. 

But) families havo wants, and among the 
most pressing of the.se, are educational ad- 
vantages. Early attention to these will 
greatly tend to attract this kind of emigra- 
tion, and to secure that contentment which 
dloue will induce permanence. 

As yet nothing worth speaking of has 
been done in tliis direction. We have no 
putilic school .system. Tlio Victoria Colo- 
nial School is an institu'ioii which, whatever 
be its merits or defects, has no very clearly 
defined relation to the public at hu;;e. Wo 
confess tliat wo do not know wliether the 
word "colonial" indicates tliat it belongs to 
the colony, or that it is one of the establish- 
ments of the " Colonial Church atid School 
Society" in connection with tho Church of 
£ng|and;| rPerhap8 the naoi^ rnay be meant 
to'ihdiuda 1}blh ideas. Be this' as it may, 
the School does not meet the wants of the 
place. It is not sufliciently central. The 
principal's salary is discreditably small. 
The tuition fee is a burlesque on the value 
of a'^ood education. The accommodations 
and surroundings are inconvenient and un- 
sri table. 

if any of our readers can inform us as to 
the relations of this school to the colony, the 
auspices under which it is conducted, the 
superintendence or board of control to which 
the teaclier is responsible, or on any other 
points ot interest connected with it, we shall 
thankfully receive the information, and give 
'the public the full benefit of it. To get any 
information on any subject' from official 
sources, is impossible. Government fears it 
naax.be used against them. 

Meantime, is it not important. that we be- 
gin to think of some sclieme of national 
education? Enlightened nations are now 
lully agreed as to the value of corainon 
schools. Other British colonics liave won 
honorable distinction for themselves by the 
careful provision made for the training of 
youthful colonists. And though our popula- 
tion is sparse out of Victoria, now is the time 
deliliera'ely to frame a corntnon school sys- 
tein, that shall be capable of expansion and 
extension, as the country tills up. 

We have had some op()ortunities of ob- 
serving the . practical woiking of national 
edaoation schemes in various parts of ihi: 
world, and the result isy a decided prefer- 
ence for the Free . 5«AooJ; plan.' A certain 
portion of the public domaiti should be ap- 
propriated at an early d^y. to .educational 
purposes. Out of the proceeds of these 
lands, augmented by legislative grants a 
school fund should be formed, and byecjui- 
table apportionment from this fund, and 
local taxation, si ' - )N should be provided, 
free to our entire population. 

We are aware that this system is met by 
the objection, that childless men are made 
to assist in educating tho children of other 
people. Tliis is compbiined of a.s unjust. 
But this objection grows out of a very lim- 
ited view of tho subject. Every man 
whether he hp,s children of liis own or tiot, 
has a deep interest in the question, whetlier 
theobildren of.fais neighbor are to grow up 
ignorant and vicious, or intelligent and vir- 
tuous. The valiie of property is regulated by 
the intelligence of the population of a coun- 
try. Education represses crime, and is 
favorable to public morals. So much so, 
that there is in reality the alternative of 
spending money in ta.Ko.s, to support either 
penal institutions or instituilcns of learning. 
Is'o patriotic mind will be in doubt- which 
kind of taxation is preferable. 

Free Schools are of'ihoaloulable value to 
the poor. They present an unobstructed 
avenue to intelligence, respectability, and 
even distinction, before children that rniglit 
else grow up to be burdens and curses to so- 
ciety. 'I'hero is sometliing noble — morally 
sublime, in a country so providing for the 
instruction of its youth, that none, however 
poor or unfortunate, need grow up untaught. 

Nor are they oppressive to the rich. Tho 
tax needed to sustain them, is a very trilling 
addition to other necessary taxation, And it 
is money well invested, because it tends so 
directly to promote the advancement and 
prosperity of a country. 



Frco conDrnnn schools do not inluifcrc 
with select .schools, mammar schools, col- 
li'gt's or niiivcr.-'itics.

In the Supreme Court of Civil Tustice, 
Vancouver Island, 



The Court met yasterday morning, Jiidgo 
Cameron on the bench. 

The application of Mr. A. De Cosmos, 
through his counsel, Messrs. Wight :uul 
Pearkes, for a mandamus ordering His Kx- 
celloncy Gov. Douglas to open ilio puH- 
books of Victoria Town, was heard. I\lr. 
Att«rnoy General Gary appeared for His 
E.xcollency, to stop it if possible. The 
Court, however, reserved its opinion till 
this morning, at 10 o'clock, when it will be 
known whether a rule nvsi will be granted. 
Appended is the allidavit of Mr. De Cos- 
mos : 

AFFIDAVIT. 

In the Supreme Court of Civil Justice, Vim- 
couver Island. 

1, Amor De Cosmos, of Wharf .street, in 
the town of Victoria, Editor and Proprietor 
of the British Colonist Newspaper, in said 
town, living and residing in Wliarf street, 
in said town, make oath and say as follows : 

First — That I am a registered voter in and 
for the Victoria Town District of Vancouver 
Island, and that I am on the List of Voters 
a proper and lecal voter in and for the said 
Victoria Town District. 

Second — Thr^t the Legislative Assembly 
of Vancouver Isiaiui having bee:i dissolved 
by His Excellency the Governor, acting un- 
der and by virtue of authority conveyed to 
bimj authorized '''and delegateii jiowor and 
authority to George W. Heaton, l''.sij.iire, ho 
then being Sheriff of said Lsland, (and also 
Returning Ollicer) to cause to bo electetl in 
due lorm of law, two persons for saiil Victo- 
. ria Town District eligible to serve and re- 
present the voters of saiil Victoiia Town 
District in tho Legislative Assnmhly.
